Sacramento, CA (EFE).- Las jun- 
tas de rectores de las dos universidades 
públicas de California discuten nuevos 
aumentos a las matrículas que podrían 
afectar a decenas de miles de estudiantes 
hispanos. 

La Universidad de California (UC) 
inició el pasado miércoles una reunión de 
dos días para analizar la propuesta del go- 
bernador Arnold Schwarzenegger de 
elevar a partir de este año y en los siguien- 
tes las colegiaturas. 

En el encuentro a puerta cerrada, los 
rectores de la UC analizan un posible 
aumento del 14 por ciento a las actuales 
matrículas a partir de este año escolar, con 
lo que se elevarían a entre 5,600 y 6,200 
dólares anuales para las carreras de 
licenciaturas básicas y del 20 al 30 por 
ciento a las de postgrado. 

Para los siguientes años, los costos 
aumentarían otro 8 por ciento, de acuerdo 
con la propuesta del gobernador. 

En el encuentro para analizar el pre- 
supuesto, los rectores de la UC decidirán 
asimismo la aplicación de un nuevo 
recorte de 660 millones de dólares que 
ha propuesto este año Schwarzenegger. 

Entre tanto, la junta de la Universidad 
Estatal de California (CSU) analiza los 
mismos porcentajes de aumentos, eon lo 
que a partir de este año las colegiaturas 
se elevarían a un promedio de 2,300 
dólares anuales, sin imponer aún los 
próximos aumentos previstos para los 
siguientes años escolares. 

Las matrículas universitarias han au- 
mentado en un 40 por ciento desde el año 
pasado.y el gobernador recomendó que 
las familias de California planearan sus 
ahorros para los estudios universitarios.

Budget woes - Deficit grows 


-City must find another $10 to $14 million!

Early details of the California 
State Budget have been released, 
and it's clear that the people of San 
Jose will have to tighten their belts 
even further. 

An additional ten to fourteen 
million dollars in cuts must be made 
by the city to accommodate reduc- 
tions in state level funding. (Add 
this figure to the city’s existing $70 
million deficit). 

In an effort to balance the state 
budget and minimize disruptions to 
needed programs Governor Schwar- 
zenegger cut a statewide deal with 
local government officials, getting 
them to agree to reduce funding in 
the short-term, in exchange for guar- 
anteed revenue levels in the future. 

The San Francisco Chronicle 
cautioned that such budget dealing 
is risky business. “There are implicit 
risks, such as a bet the economy will 
rise... (and) by cutting one year 
deals with interest groups, he is buy- 
ing time, not laying down new bud- 
get reforms. It’s a tempting answer, 
but it won’t serve California well.” 

As for San Jose, the city coun- 
cil is contemplating reductions in 


service levels and increases in ser- 
vice fees/taxes. San Jose residents 
can expect a 9% increase in their 
garbage and recycling bills and a 4% 
increase in their water/sewer bills. 
An extra two dollar charge per resi- 
dential phone line is being consid- 
ered along with a $15 fee for busi- 
ness truck phone lines. 

As for the controversial budget 
cutting plan to lock park restrooms, 
there’s been some “movement.” 
According to the Mercury News, 
Mayor Gonzales has suggested that 
an “Adopt A Restroom” program be 
set up by the city. “...Adopt A 
Restroom got a good response from 
council members — Nora Campos 
called it the ‘smartest idea’ to come 
out of the session...” 

Why stop there? Why not use 
the locked restroom dilemma as an 
opportunity to promote San Jose? 
After all, the government spends a 
lot of time and money trying to pro- 
mote San Jose nationally. Why not 
incorporate our city’s new calling 
into a wonderful new promotional 
slogan that says it all: 

SAN JOSE... GOTTA GO!s=

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Continua la lucha por sueldos y horas laborales justas para los empleados de Mi Pueblo

La lucha no ha desaparecido. 
Desde marzo de 2001, el lider 
sindical, Roger Rivera de UFWC 
Local 428, viene efectuando las 
protestas junto a exempleados de 
los Super Mercados Mi Pueblo en 
San José. En las últimas fechas, el 
sindicato de trabajadores ha 
logrado importante batallas como 
fue el pago de $248,000 dólares a 
88 empleados por no haber reci- 
bido sus horas de tiempo y medio 
en sus cheques, demanda que fue 
investigada a nivel federal. 

Otro ejemplo fue la indemni- 
zación de casi 20 mil dólares a Án- 
gel Contreras en el 2002, por sus 
horas de tiempo y medio no paga- 
das cuya queja fue a nivel estatal. 
Sin embargo, a pesar de las de- 
mostraciones en las calles Story y 
King y de los esfuerzos de concien- 
tizar al consumidor y al trabajador, 
los abusos y bajos salarios siguen 
siendo el común denominador. 

Ahora le tocó el turno de de- 
mandar y exigir justicia a Linda 
Marilú Tello Alméndarez. Origina- 
ria de Guadajara, Jalisco, llegó ha- 
ce dos años y medio a los Estados 
Unidos con el fin de conocer estas 
tierras. Desempeñó varias labores 
antes de entrar a Mi Pueblo. 
Precisamente fue una de sus dos 
hermanas quien le dijo de ese lugar. 

“Iba a entrar de cajera, pero me 
pusieron de mesera”, señaló la jo- 
ven. Una de sus hermanas le reco- 
mendó que “a los trabajadores de 
ahí les tenía que hacer la barba, 
porque si no te corrían”. Según 
Linda, ella no fue condescendiente 
con ninguno ni andaba preguntan- 
do qué se les ofrecía o necesitaban. 

Esta mexicana entró a laborar 
al Super Mercado Mi Pueblo de 
Story Rd. en septiembre de 2002, 
con un sueldo bajo y sin tomar sus 


10 minutos de descanso que le 
corresponden por ley. Expresó que 
siempre se sintió con mucho estrés 
y hasta en una ocasión, uno de los 
managers le tocó sus partes trase- 
ras, “porque él dijo que pensó que 
yo me iba a caer”, recordó indig- 
nada. El acoso sexual, aunque leve, 
fue una humillación más que tuvo 
que enfrentar en su experiencia de 
año y medio en Mi Pueblo. 

Ramón Hernández era el ma- 
nager cuando Linda fue despedida 
en enero de 2004. Él le decía que 
fuera a platicar con él a su oficina 
y hasta la invitaba a salir. 

Linda Tello, quien entró reci- 
biendo un sueldo de $6.75 y al salir 
percibía $8.19, dijo que durante el 
2003 se quejó en cinco ocasiones 
de las condiciones de trabajo y aco- 
so en el departamento de Recursos 
Humanos, “la situación cambiaba, 
pero sólo temporalmente”, añadió. 

Esta joven latina metió una 
demanda laboral a Mi Pueblo Ta- 
quería, Inc., al poco tiempo de salir 
del supermecardo por no recibir 
sus horas completas de trabajo. 
Además, ella especificó por escrito 
que laboró 351 días sin tomar los 
descansos reglamentarios y laboró 
gratis por seis días de seis horas 
cada una; una práctica muy común 
en Mi Pueblo que realizan las per- 
sonas que quieren y necesitan un 
trabajo. 

Con la demanda, Linda quiere 
demostrar que “no tengo miedo y 
mi objetivo es que todos se den 
cuenta de lo que es Mi Pueblo. Uno 
no tiene otra opción que estar tra- 
bajando ahí, pero si todos nos unié- 
ramos para ser mejores, para que 
no se aprovechen tanto de nosotros 
y luchemos por nuestros dere- 
chos”, quizás las condiciones y 
sueldos mejorarían. 

Un ejemplo positivo de mejo- 


res condiciones laborales son va- 
rias de las otras grandes cadenas 
de supermercados como Albertson. 
Rivera dijo que en estos super- 
mercados existen muchos trabaja- 
dores de diferentes nacionalidades, 
y el hecho de que gocen de mejores 
sueldos y prestaciones “es porque 
cada tres años luchan por sus 
derechos para mejorar sus con- 
tratos”. En otras palabras, la si- 
tuación en las tiendas de Mi Pueblo 
no cambiarían si los trabajadores 
de los mismos no luchan por sus 
propios derechos. 

En comparación, en Mi Pueblo 
la mayoría de los empleados del 
departamento de carnes perciben 
alrededor de $8.00 la hora, y en 
Safeway, Save Mart y Albertson 
entre $17 y $18 dólares la hora o 
hasta más, según la experiencia y 
antigtiedad. 

La razón principal porque mu- 
chos empleados siguen laborando 
bajo condiciones de trabajos injus- 
tos y sueldo paupérrimos, es la ne- 
cesidad de tener un trabajo seguro. 
Se sabe que muchas personas han 
laborado gratis hasta una semana 
para obtener un trabajo, la mayoria 
de ellos son inmigrantes mexicanos 
recién llegados que desconocen sus 
derechos y que atin teniendo con- 
ciencia de ello, la amenaza de ser 
reportados con inimigración o 
perder el trabajo, los obliga a con- 
tinuar laborando en silencio. 

La falta de existencia de una 
unión laboral es uno de los dere- 
chos básicos del trabajador, la cual 
les daría el apoyo y las armas para 
exigir mejores condiciones labo- 
rales, sueldos y acceso a un seguro 
médico. Varios trabajadores han te- 


nido la necesidad de ir al doctor, 


sólo para encontrarse de que tienen 
que pagar grandes cuentas después 
de tener que esperar seis meses pa-

ra hacer uso de la cobertura mé- 
dica. 

Ventas millonarias 

Según información propor- 
cionada por el líder sindical Roger 
Rivera, las ventas de todas las tien- 
das juntas de Mi Pueblo hacen en 
promedio un millón y medio de 
dólares a la semana. 

“Mi Pueblo es primer clase de 
tienda en términos de edificios 
nuevos o restaurados, limpieza del 
lugar. productos frescos, pero lo 
malo son las condiciones laborales 
de los que están ahí”, añadió Rivera. 

Hace dos años, Mi Pueblo 
recibió un dinero de la ciudad de 


“San José para remodelar la tienda 


que está ubicada enla Story y King. 
Aunque el edificio y los empleados

lucen mejores, las presiones y 
condiciones de trabajo son las 
mismas, los mismos sueldos y 
humillaciones al trabajador latino. 

Cabe mencionar que a pesar de 
los esfuerzos de la concejal Nora 
Campos, del asambleísta Manny 
Díaz y hasta de un sacerdote, en 
donde le solicitan a Juvenal Chá- 
vez de que se reúna con el sindicato 
de trabajadores, éste no ha acce- 
dido a entrevistarse. 

Desde que empezaron las 
protestas de UFWC Local 428, Mi 
Pueblo comenzó a pagar algunos 
días festivos en el 2003. Sin em- 
bargo, aún falta mucho por hacer 
en el plan médico, pensión y otras 
candiciones laborales, como res- 


petar la antigiiedad y dar proceso a 
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los agravios de los trabajadores. 

Los casos de personas como 
Joel Alvarez que no sabían realizar 
su labor, pero ante la necesidad de 
obtener un trabajo, hacian lo que 
se les pedia con tal de ser 
contratados. Trabajó gratis varios 
días cargando cajas pesadas o bajo 
la lluvia metiendo la mercancía, sin 
importar la falta de precaución y 
seguridad hacia su persona. Otro 
caso es el de Aída Manzo, quien 
en la primera corte Mi Pueblo 
admitió que si había trabajado 
gratis, pero que sólo querían 
pagarle el sueldo atrasado, pero no 
la multa. En la segunda corte, ella 
hubiera ganado si no se hubiera ido 
de regreso a México “nueve días 
antes”, dijo Rivera. 

Tiempo y dinero son factores 
importantes en una demanda que 
no muchos trabajadores se pueden 
dar el lujo de tener. Ese es el pro- 
blema, “varios otros empleados 
metieron quejas, pero antes de lle- 
gar a corte o se regresaron a Mé- 
xIco oO se mudaron a otro estado”, 
dijo el líder sindical. 

¿Cuánto tiempo más tiene que 
pasar para que los empleados de Mi 
Pueblo gocen de una unión, sueldo 
digno y horas de trabajo justas? 
¿Por cuánto tiempo más seguirán 
las protestas de extrabajadores en 
las esquinas de las calles Story y 
King frente a este super mercado? 
No sabemos las respuesta, pero lo 
que si sabemos es que aún falta 
mucho por hacer y por luchar.

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Language security

English is without a doubt 
the world’s lingua franca. It’s 
spoken by more than 400 mil- 
lion people as their native 
tongue and many others speak 
it as their second language. 

One would think that En- 
glish by itself would be enough 
to make it in the world, given 
the importance of Shakes- 
peare’s tongue. 

Yet, the events of 9/11 
clearly demonstrated that in a 
perilous world, monolingual- 
ism is also very dangerous. 

Soon after 9/11, for ex- 
ample, it was revealed that gov- 
ernment officials had collected 
huge amounts of data, which 
was not analyzed because of 
limited linguistic resources. 

Apparently, the CIA has 
only 100 clandestine officers 


who speak Arabic, A few years 
ago the FBI held a job fair in a 
New Jersey mosque to hire Ara- 
bic-speaking agents to be able 
to deal effectively with its in- 
vestigations. 

A military report pointed 
out that the U.S. Army does not 
have enough linguists to do its 
work in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

Shortages are so severe that 
the U.S. government is laying 
the groundwork for a targeted 
military draft of Americans with 
special skills. These would in- 
clude computer skills but also 
language skills in Pashto and 
Dari, spoken in Afghanistan, as 
well as Arabic, spoken in a 
number of countries. Farsi 
(Iran) and Korean are other lan- 
guages vital to our security. In 
essence, when you think of se- 
curity, these languages come to 
mind right away because they 
represent potential hot spots in 
the world. 

To remedy Americans’ 
weakness in certain key lan-

After working ¡Jn some of the country’s 
most fertile fieldgs Jorge Fernández and 
Guillermo Ruiz livefbarren lives. 

For 14 years, ith men worked in doz- 
ens of fields in California and Arizona ap- 
plying one of the ngpst dangerous pesticides 
known to man, metgyl bromide, which is ac- 
tually a nerve gas. $day, Jorge and Guiller- 
mo’s health is dey@itated. They both com- 
plain of blurred vif§bn, aches in their head, 
throat, ear and abdomen, and rashes. Jorge 
also suffers from “pressure in my chest” and 
sometimes feels like “I’m going to have a 
heart attack.” 

They’ve both ended up disabled and 
blame methyl bromide and their former 
bosses for their misfortune. They say they 
were never warnefi about this pesticide’s 
enormous risks des pr their bosses did not 
follow safety rules for its application. 

People like Jotge and Guillermo might 
not face such risks Xf the Montreal Protocol, 
an international agseement signed by the 
United States whic}imandates that its signa- 
tories halt methyl ;~romide production by 
2005, were allowedtto work. But the treaty 
doesn’t seem to megn much to the Bush Ad- 
ministration, whichiearlier this year pressed 
for exemptions t will allow American 
farmers to keep usifgg millions of pounds of 
this powerful poisd 

If the health of ¢housands of farm work- 
ers, who are overwiilmingly Hispanic, were 
not enough reason'fó eliminate methyl bro- 
mide, it turns out the pesticide causes major 
damage to the ozone layer, which protects us 
from the sun’s dangerous ultra violet rays. 

Methyl bromide is an odorless, colorless 
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gas which is injected in the soil before plant- 
ing, killing everything, good and bad. The 
EPA considers it a Category I toxin, the most 
powerful class of toxic chemicals. Medical 
tests of the effects of this substance match 
Jorge’s and Guillermo’s symptoms: Head 
aches, dizziness, nausea, vomits, blurred vi- 
sion — and in its lethal phase — convulsions, 
psychosis and death. In California alone, 18 
people have died and hundreds have been 
poisoned by methyl] bromide. 

But periodic exposure can also cause 
long-term devastating damage, including 
cancer and birth defects. 

“I was never informed that this was 
harmful,” says Jorge, who has been unable 
to work since September. “Now I know that 
after being applied, we should have waited 
24 hours before entering the fields. But they 
would send us in right away.” 

“My boss did not obey the rules and 
failed to provide us with appropriate equip- 
ment,” says Guillermo, who has also been 
out of work for eight months. “They would 
just give us a pair of plastic pants and a pa- 
per mask which provided no protection. 
There were days when | could not speak be- 
cause within a couple of hours the gas would 
burn your throat.” 

You'd be speechless too if you read an 
Environmental Working Group report which 
shows that in the 1990s, 455 California el- 
ementary schools were within 1.5 miles of 
fields injected with methy! bromide and that 
hundreds of kids had to be evacuated because 
of high concentrations of this pesticide. 

But it was the devastating effect of me- 
thyl bromide on the ozone layer that led 166 
nations to sign the Montreal Protocol in 1987, 
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one of the most important environmental vic- 
tories in history. The pact mandated that its 
signatories completely phase out methyl bro- 
mide, except in extraordinary cases, by 2005. 

But the Bush Administration is once 
again undermining international cooperation 
and agreements. Earlier this year the admin- 
istration requested more than 50 “critical use 
exemptions” from the treaty that would al- 
low the continued use of methyl bromide es- 
pecially in agricultural fields. In March the 


administration was granted these exemptions, . 


at least for this year. So now instead of phas- 
ing out this poison, workers like Jorge and 
Guillermo will continue applying it even 
thought there are viable alternatives for 95% 
of the uses of methyl bromide. 

For the producers and agribusiness this 
is a windfall. Not in vain, the Gottwald fam- 
ily, the owners of Albemarle, one of the larg- 
est manufacturers of methyl bromide, do- 
nated $345,000 to Bush and the Republican 
Party between 2000 and 2002. And 
agribusiness gave $2.7 million to the Bush 
campaign in 2000. 

According to a Pesticide Action Network 
study, the average American carries un- 
healthy levels of pesticides, with Mexican- 
Americans, like Jorge and Guillermo, show- 
ing disproportionately high levels. 

“We get to do this job just because we 
are Mexicans,” Jorge says. “Why doesn’t Mr. 
Bush come and do it instead?”

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| guages, Congress has intro- 
duced legislation that would 
| provide grants to colleges will- 
| ing to establish programs in lan- 
guages of importance to the 
nation’s interests. 

The new bill, sponsored by 
U.S. Representative Rush D. 
Holt (D-N J.) would allot $12 
million in grants. To qualify for 
these grants, institutes of higher 
education would be required to 
set up language study programs 
in other countries for American 
students. The idea is that in or- 
der to reach reasonable fluency 
| students would have to spend 
| time abroad. 

Jim Kapis, Holt's director 
of communications, stated that 
| although any college or univer- 
sity could apply for the grants, 
those with a track record in for- 
eign language education would 
have a better chance of being 
| funded. 

Holt’s bill would also offer 
up to $10,000 to repay students’ 
loans to those individuals who 
obtained degrees in a language 
considered of critical national 
security. These graduates would 
need to work for the govern- 
ment or as teachers to qualify 
for the loan repayment. 

Unfortunately, not many 
American students will be able 
to take advantage of this aspect 
of the bill because these “hot” 
languages attract very few stu- 


dents. 

To be sure, enrollments in 
foreign language classes at 
American colleges and univer- 
sities have increased in the last 
several years. Nevertheless, the 
languages preferred by Ameri- 
can students reflect a Western 
European bias. Data from the 
Modern Language Association 
reveals that Spanish accounts 
for more than 50% of total lan- 
guage enrolments in American 
colleges and universities. Other 
languages attracting significant 
number of students are French, 
German, Italian, and classical 
languages. 

Although these languages 
are certainly valuable since 
combating terrorism is a 
world’s affair, the Holt bill 
would be aimed at those lan- 
guages which attract very few 
students. This would include 
Arabic, which has increased in 
the last several years, accord- 
ing to the MLA data. However, 
shortages of personnel in this 
language still persist. 

If Congress eventually 
passes the Holt bill and it be- 
comes law, the country’s lin- 
guistic problems will not disap- 
pear. Nevertheless, the fact that 
politicians are talking about the 
dire state of language knowl- 
edge in our country is certainly 
a positive sign because it ad- 
dresses a serious problem. 

The language problems in 
the U.S., however, need to be 
addressed by creating a climate 
of multilingualism. That needs 
to be done in elementary 
schools where a second lan- 
guage should become part of 
the curriculum, as is the case in 
many other countries. Studying 
a second language should con- 
tinue in high school. The spe- 
cific second language makes 
little difference because when 
kids grow up with two lan- 
guages, they’ll have an easier 
time in learning a third lan- 
guage, even if it’s an exotic lan- 
guage in the next world’s hot 
spot. 

The world events in the last 
several years clearly reveal that 
the tongue-tied American has to 
become a thing of the past.

Relteran importancia de encontrar 
opciones a retención escolar

Washington, (EFE).- Aun- 
que décadas de investigaciones 
muestran que la retención no 
mejora el aprovechamiento aca- 
démico y contribuye a la deser- 
ción escolar, dicha política se ha 
convertido en una práctica dema- 
siado común en las escuelas, se- 
gún un estudio. 

El Consorcio de Investiga- 
ción de las Escuelas de Chicago 
dio a conocer en días recientes 
los hallazgos de un análisis de las 
prácticas de las escuelas de esa 
ciudad de hacer repetir el grado 
a los estudiantes con bajas 
puntuaciones en los exámenes. 

Entre otros, se encontró que 
la retención no mejoró académi- 
camente a los afectados y, como 
consecuencia, muchos abando- 
naron la escuela. 

Asimismo, los investigado- 
res del Consorcio encontraron 
que los estudiantes que habían 
sido retenidos habían quedado 
atrás por muchas razones, como 
problemas de salud, ausencias 
crónicas y la necesidad de lentes. 

Uno de los hallazgos más 
sobresalientes de la investiga- 
ción, reseñada en la revista de re- 
forma educacional Catalyst, es 
que la mayoría de estos estudian- 
tes venían arrastrando problemas 
desde sus primeros grados esco- 
lares, pero no recibieron ayuda. 

Y cuando el sistema escolar 
les ofreció ayuda “ya no era su- 
ficiente”, puntualiza el informe. 

La retención “no resuelve 
los problemas”, enfatiza el Con- 
sorcio que recomendó a la Junta 
Escolar de Chicago “eliminarla 
del todo”. 

Los investigadores piden,en 
cambio, que se promueva el estu- 
diante al siguiente nivel, pero 
“ofreciéndole la ayuda individua- 
lizada que necesita para ponerse 
al día”. 

Los defensores de la reten- 
ción se oponen al argumentar que 
el riesgo de abandonar la escuela

es mayor en un estudiante frus- 
trado que no puede mantener el 
ritmo del resto. 

Por otra parte, “es imperati- 
vo tomar la decisión de retener 
a un estudiante lo más temprano 
posible”, advirtió a EFE una 
maestra de segundo grado del 
sistema escolar de Fairfax, Vir- 
ginia. 

La educadora puntualizó 
que el impacto negativo ocurre 
si se espera a que el alumno esté 
en séptimo u octavo grado para 
dar el paso. 

La veterana educadora reco- 
mendó “retener a un estudiante 
si se hace en los niveles más 


tempranos” —o sea, de kinder- 
garten a segundo grado— “cuan- 
do el impacto social no es tan la- 
tente”, explicó. 

De hecho, el informe del 
Consorcio de Investigaciones de 
Chicago señala que un estudiante 
que ha sido retenido en octavo 
grado tiene un 29 por ciento de 
posibilidades de que abandone la 
escuela antes de finalizar se- 
cundaria. 

Las cifras de retención a 
nivel nacional son difíciles de 
obtener, pues el Departamento de 
Educación federal no recopila de 
forma rutinaria esta información. 

Igualmente, los datos por es- 


tados varían, como por ejemplo, 
Pensilvania, lowa, y Nueva York, 
no registran esta información. 

Mientras, en otros estados lo 
hacen, pero no los segregan por 
raza, como es el caso de Indiana 
y Carolina del Norte. 

Sin embargo, la información 
disponible sugiere que la re- 
tención es una experiencia que 
viven muchos alumnos en Estados 
Unidos. 

Un estudio realizado en 1997, 
encontró que el 21,3 por ciento de 
los adolescentes en Michigan 
había tenido que repetir el curso. 

A nivel nacional, según el 
Centro Nacional de Estadísticas 
de Educación muestra que en 
1999, el 13 por ciento de los his- 
panos había repetido un grado en 
algún momento de su vida esco- 
lar. 

La información de los depar- 
tamentos de Educación en varios 
estados sugiere que el número de 
estudiantes retenidos es alto. 

Los números más recientes 
indican que en el año escolar 
1994-95, Michigan retuvo a 
10,312 alumnos en escuela secun- 
daria; Kentucky, 15,289 estudian- 
tes entre cuarto y duodécimo 
grados; Florida, 96,753 estudian- 
tes, y Texas, un estado de alta 
población latina, 128,369 desde 
kindergarten a duodécimo. 

Entretanto, otro estudio, de 
diciembre 2002, realizado por 
Anne Wheelock, del Centro de 
Estudio, Exámenes, Evaluación y 
Política Educacional de la Univer- 
sidad de Boston, sugiere a las es- 
cuelas intervenir “antes y no des- 
pués de que el estudiante fracase”.

Eighty nine undocumented immigrants detained in Los Angeles 


Los Angeles, CA. 
(EFE).- The Los Angeles 
police arrested 89 illegal 
immigrants - most of them 
Mexicans - in a house here 
on Tuesday. 

The police approached 
the single family residence, 
located in the Canoga Park 
neighborhood, after receiv- 
ing information that there 
were many undocumented 
immigrants - including 
Guatemalans and Salvador- 
ans - staying there. 

According to initial re- 
ports, it could be a “drop 
house,” a place where the 
immigrants are left off af- 
ter illegally crossing the 
border.

“Hairspray” rocía nuestras mentes con recuerdos

La lógica nos dice que “Hairspray”, 
el nombre del musical que se está 
presentando en el Golden Gate Theatre 
en San Francisco como parte de la serie 
Best of Broadway, se refiere al rociador 
para estilizar el cabello. 

En parte es verdad. La acción en la 
comedia tiene lugar en Baltimore en el 
año 1962 cuando la moda en peinados fe- 
meninos era el llamado “Beehive” 
(Enjambre de abejas). 

Para lograr el efecto, las jovencitas 
se peinaban al revés para enredar el 
cabello y después formaban con él una 
cúpula que para mantenerla intacta, 
roceaban con Hairspray. 

Después de ver el musical, compren- 
demos que su nombre es simbólico. Hair- 
spray nos rocía la “mente” con recuerdos 
de la música, los bailes, las modas de los 
años sesenta y en la parte seria la dis- 
criminación racial de los afroamericanos. 

Nominado en Broadway por 13 
Tonys y ganador de ocho premios 
incluyendo “El Mejor Libro” y “El Mejor 
Musical” del 2003, 

Haifspray es la historia de Tracy 
Turnblad (Keala Settle), una muchacha 
de 16 años de edad, con un corazón bue- 
no y tan gránde como sus caderas. 

Tracy quiere participar en el progra- 

ma de baile de Corny Collins en la tele- 

. visión, pero cuando llega a audicionar, 

como está muy gordita, es rechazada por 
la productora del programa. 


Cuando Tracy (Settle) aprende a 
bailar con maestría ayudada por Seaweed 
J. Stubbs (Terron Brooks), un afroame- 
ricano, su vida se complica al punto que 
la joven es encarcelada. 

Al final, un hecho inesperado ejerce 
un cambio radical cuyo resultado es la 
integración de los afroamericanos en la 
televisión. 

Para poder comprender el musical, 
tenemos que recordar que en los años 
sesenta en los Estados Unidos el hecho 
de ser “negro”, como se llamaba entonces 
a los afroamericanos, era motivo sufi- 
ciente para ser discriminado. Esto hace 
el libro (escrito por Mark O’Donnell y 
Thomas Meehan basado en la película 
escrita y dirigida por John Waters) de 
Hairspray, sea excelente. 

Por una parte, presenta el problema 
de la discriminación en forma paralela: 
la discriminación racial de Seaweed con 
la de Tracy que es blanca, pero discrimi- 
nada por estar con sobre peso. Por otra 
parte, no hay diálogo dramático, usa can- 
tos (La música la escribió Marc Shaiman 
y las letras Shaiman y Scott Wittman) y 
bailes. 

La presentación permite que la au- 
diencia absorba el tema: “La discrimina- 
ción de las personas”, pero no con la se- 
riedad que el tema requiere. En otras 
palabras, la forma evita que el musical 
tenga confrontaciones de carácter contro- 
versial. 

La producción comienza con una

Con gran dexteridad y entusiasmo 
Tracy (Settle) comienza a imitar los

During the last 15 years, 
Carlos Figueroa has provided 
consultant services and developed

What would you like to see 
come from the prominence this 
award gives to your work at the 
chamber?

“My daughter Roxanne has 
just graduated from MIT. Talk 
about being proud. All our chil- 
dren have graduated from Berke- 
ley and Roxanne went on to MIT. 
It is a great satisfaction that we 
were able to help them all through 
college. 

We now have 250 members. 
The beauty of our growth has 
been through referrals and it’s a 
boost for us. 

Interesting enough, one of 
our referrals, Robert Garcia, re- 
ceived an award from the SBA 
(Small Business Person of the 
Year). It’s a real role model. He 
started by making corn chips. His 
business made nine million dol- 
lars last year and close to double 
this year... Great role model. 
Also, Mr. Glen Harztheim from 
the Dodge dealership has been 
very supportive. He joined 
through recommendations.” 

What is your greatest dis- 
satisfaction to date? 

“Personal or professional? 
Well, the greatest pain was the 
loss of our son ina fatal accident. 
It was 19 years ago. It was a freak 
accident in a practice in Karate. 
He was 18.” 

What advice would you 
give to older Hispanics who per- 
haps now can’t get satisfactory 
employment and are thinking to 
start a business? 

“When things happen in a 
negative way, there is always a sil- 
ver lining if we start looking re- 
ally deep into ourselves. If we 
can’t get a job, then we have to 
create one. So we guide them and 
give support and they take off. 

We (the GSJHCC) provide 
the light. The beauty of it is that 
we have the resources at the En- 
trepreneur Center. It is a candy 
store with training, education, 
consulting — all free. And most 
important, access to capital 
whether it is seed money or a loan. 

One of our members just 
completed a project that is very 
unique. He was able to get a piece 
of land in Gilroy and we got him 
the money to construct a restau- 
rant, including enough to buy 
state-of-the-art equipment...

and immigrants. Alum Rock 
School District in San José faces 
similar circumstances. 

The events in Virginia and 
Mississippi that led to the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s findings in 
Brown vs. Board of Education 
have been made famous in nu- 
merous Civil Rights documen- 
taries, university courses, and 
school textbooks. But Califor- 
nia had a groundbreaking civil 
rights event of its own nine years 
earlier on March 2, 1945. Five 
Mexican American families 
filed suit in the Ninth Federal 
District Court in Los Angeles 
claiming that their children, 
along with 5,000 others, were 
segregated into “Mexican” 
schools within Orange County 
school districts. They won, but 
it was appealed to the Ninth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeal in San 
Francisco. On April 14, 1947, 
it was upheld and on June 14 
then Governor Earl Warren 
signed into law a repeal of all 
remaining statutes in the Cali- 
fornia Education Code that man- 
dated “separate but equal” seg- 
regation. 

Marches and rallies for 
equality 

During this week, Califor- 
nia has experienced numerous 
rallies, marches, and programs 
protesting budget cuts for a state 
education system that is now 
ranked in the lower tenth in the 
nation. 

The Campaign for Quality 
Education (CQE) held several 
rallies, including a march to the 
state building in Downtown San 
José, demanding better schools 
and racial justice in education.

cent segregation, I was blessed 
with an excellent education. 
When I was growing up, Cali- 
fornia schools were the best in 
the nation...even in the rural, 
agricultural areas like my home- 
town. We had only 20 students 
for each teacher. We learned 
phonics early. 

But I was third generation 
and spoke English. My father 
never allowed me to learn Span- 
ish as a kid so that I wouldn’t 
face the discrimination he did as 
a bilingual child in Santa Paula 
schools. 

I remember the closet. The 
one with the classroom supplies, 
a stool and a light bulb with an 
old-fashioned ball chain pull- 
string. That closet was for my 
peers who got caught speaking 
Spanish while in the playground 
or in class. They were given time 
out on that stool with the door 
closed to think about the advan- 
tages of speaking only English. 
Chronic offenders would be sent 
to the office of the principal, Mr. 
Spaghetti (I couldn't even tell 
you his real name), who would 
announce their preséñce over the 
P.A. system for the entire school 
to know they were about to be 
spanked for their transgressions. 
It was humiliating to even hear 
the announcements. Imagine the 
child sitting in the office wait- 
ing for the announcements to be 
finished; or taking the long walk 
back to the classroom after- 
wards. No one, not even the re- 
ceptionist, spoke Spanish at East 
School. 

I still believe that the teach- 
ers and administrators sincerely 
wanted to provide the education 
we needed to become good citi- 
zens. When I was in elemen- 
tary school, however, it was an 
unspoken assumption that 
Mexican American children 
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would probably drop out to work 
— most likely in the orange and 
lemon groves that surrounded the 
five blocks of our small down- 
town. 

We sensed that unspoken as- 
sumption because each summer 
when the next school year as- 
signments arrived, the Robles 
children would be dropped back 
to remedial classes. The inevi- 
table quiet discussion between 
my parents would result, ending 
with my white mother making a 
trip to talk to school administra- 
tors and getting us new assign- 
ments before the first day of 
classes. She had a better chance 
of advocating for us than my se- 
rious, moreno father. It's discom- 
forting to consider that this story 
could have had a much different 
result had I been bilingual and 
not bi-racial. 

Little did I or my young par- 
ents know that we were part of a 
changing movement that had 
started many years before, in 
1946. 

What will it take to make 
schools #1 again? 

It is a testament to the civic 
ignorance of our elected officials 
and the electorate when time and 
again there are millions of dollars 
spent to sidestep the Equal 
Educational Opportunity Act of 
the U.S. Constitution (such as 
with Prop 187). 

The unrelenting cuts to the 
state education budget are 
greater reasons for the student 
hunger strikes in Richmond 
schools and for demonstrations 
that splay placards displaying 
mottoes like “Still Separate, Still 
Unequal...Still Fighting,” “Op- 
portunity to learn for ALL Stu- 
dents,” and “College Access 
Now!” It's been more than fifty 
years since the legal end to racial 
segregation in public schools and 
yet, a century later, education 
equality is as elusive as ever. 
Integration was no solution. But 
we have to keep trying because 
it is Our constitutional duty. 

All children, documented or 
undocumented, have basic con- 
stitutional rights granted to them 
in very straightforward language: 
“No State shall deny equal edu- 
cational opportunity to an indi- 
vidual on account of his or her 
race, color, sex, or national ori- 
gin, by .... the failure ... to take 
affirmative steps... to remove 
the vestiges of a dual school sys- 
tem” or by “the failure... to take 
appropriate action to overcome 
language barriers that impede 
equal participation by its students 
in its instructional programs.<> 
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Israel ataca a multitud... 


dirección hacia Tel a-Sultán, en 
estado de sitio decretado por el 
Ejército israelí y donde el martes 
pasado las tropas israelíes mataron 
a 20 palestinos. 

El Gobierno de EE.UU. ex- 
presó su preocupación por el 
ataque israelí y pidió a Israel que 
explique lo ocurrido y que ejercite 
una política de “máxima conten- 
ción” en Gaza, pero el presidente 
George Bush rehusó condenarlo. 

“Sigo instando a la conten- 
ción” porque “es esencial que la 
gente respete la vida de los ino- 
centes para que podamos lograr la 
paz”, declaró Bush a la prensa al 
término de una reunión con su 
gabinete. 

“Estamos muy preocupados 
por las noticias de Gaza y por el 
número de palestinos que se dice 
han resultado heridos o han 
muerto”, declaró el portavoz de la 
Casa Blanca, Scott McClellan. 

El Ministerio de Asuntos 
Exteriores de la ANP calificó de 
“matanza terrorista” el ataque y 
calificó de “carnicero” al primer 
ministro israelí, Ariel Sharón. 

La ANP resaltó que el Ejército 
israelí ha impedido a las ambu- 
lancias y equipos médicos ayudar 
a los heridos, e hizo un llamamien- 
to al Consejo de Seguridad de la 
ONU para que tome acciones 
inmediatas contra Israel. 

“Se trata de un crimen de gue- 
rra con todo lo que el término im- 
plica, cometido por Israel contra 
nuestro pueblo”, manifestó el mi- 
nistro palestino de Negociaciones, 
Saeb Erekat. 

“Es increíble que se disparen 
misiles contra una multitud de per- 


sonas indefensas que se manifes- 
taban de forma pacífica”, agregó. 

El secretario general de la Liga 
Árabe, Amro Musa, instó a la co- 
munidad internacional a condenar 
la “masacre” que perpetra Israel 
contra los palestinos de Rafah. 

Musa manifestó su pesadum- 
bre respecto al silencio que han 
mostrado “algunos importantes 
sectores internacionales” frente a 
la violencia israelí contra el pueblo 
palestino. 

Ante las críticas fuera y dentro 
de Israel, el Ejército israelí lamentó 
“profundamente” el bombardeo, y 
lo calificó de “grave incidente”, 
pero no explicó cómo pudo 
producirse el trágico balance de 
muertos y heridos. 

El alto representante de Po- 
lítica Exterior y Seguridad Común 
de la UE, Javier Solana, dijo sobre 
la ofensiva israelí que “ésta no es 
la manera de combatir el terro- 
rismo de forma eficaz”. 

Salah Abu Hasanain, de 38 
años y residente en Rafah, dijo que 
miles de habitantes, hombres y 
niños, se reunieron en el centro de 
la ciudad, en la plaza de al-Auda, 
desde donde partirían hacia el ba- 
rrio de Tel a-Sultan, al oeste de 
Rafah, para solidarizarse con sus 
habitantes. 

“Todos nos sentimos conmo- 
cionados porque no esperábamos 
que la agresividad israelí alcan- 
zaría este nivel, al disparar cohetes 
explosivos contra hombres y niños 
que se manifestaban pacífica- 
mente”, dijo Abu Hasanain.

en común conforme la edad 
avanza. El virus de la varicela no 
es erradicado del cuerpo, por lo 
tanto, a medida que el sistema 
inmunológico del cuerpo se va 
debilitando con la edad, el PHN 
puede presentarse”.

En la mayoría de 
los casos, el dolor dura unos meses, 
sin embargo, dependiendo del 
organismo de cada persona, éste 
puede durar años en algunos casos.

El dolor producido por la neu- 
ralgia posherpética puede causar 
otros problemas, entre ellos: can- 
sancio, pérdida de peso, tristeza. 
Además de que puede causarle la 
dificultad para: vestirse, viajar, 
dormir, bañarse y cocinar. 

Aunque no todo está perdido. 
Existen varias maneras para tratar 
los síntomas de la neuralgia 
posherpética. Por supuesto que la 
primera recomendación es acudir 
al médico y que sea él o ella, quien 
le recete el mejor tratamiento. En 
caso de padecer efectos secun- 
darios, informe a su médico. “Una 
posible manera de prevenir la 
neurología posherpética, en un 
50%, si se toma medicina para el 
virus de la varicela en los primeros 
tres días de tratamiento del 
herpes”, añade el doctor Singer.

Unas 150 casas fueron des- 
truídas el viernes y sábado pasado 
a lo largo de la frontera con Egipto 
por las excavadoras del Ejército, 
con lo que unas 1,200 personas han 
quedado sin techo, las mujeres y 
niños han sido alojados de colegios 
de Naciones Unidas y las mez- 
quitas se encuentran abarrotadas. 

Tras conocerse el último y 
trágico ataque, miles de manifes- 
tantes se echaron a las calles de las 
localidades de Gaza, todas las 
tiendas y comercios en la zona 
cerraron y decenas de adolescentes 
quemaron neumáticos. 

Las autoridades palestinas en 
la franja de Gaza han declarado tres 
días de duelo nacional y una huelga 
para protestar por los asesinatos in-
